(STAFF) — A wall of snow caused 
a 96-vehicle crash on Highway 400 
Thursday morning, between Maple- 
view Drive and Highway 89. 

According to provincial police, 
three people sustained non-life- 
threatening minor injuries in the 
crash. 

“That's pretty incredible/' said 
OPP Sgt. Peter Leon. 

Highway 400 was shut down in 


both directions, although the south¬ 
bound lanes were impacted by the 
majority of the collisions. 

There were no fatalities. 

“There's a cold front that's moving 
across the area and literally there's a 
wall of snow that has just come 
down across that entire area. It's 
pushing southwards," Leon said 
Thursday morning. “Any areas adja¬ 
cent to open fields are being severely 


impacted right now." 

A triage centre was set up at OLG 
Slots at Georgian Downs' reception 
area, and there was an ambulance 
bus on-site. An OPP collision report¬ 
ing centre was also established 
there. There was also a coffee and 
water station set up. 

“We're happy to help, if we can 
and if there is something we can do, 
we'll do it," said Charlotte Hodgson, 


general manager at the Highway 
400/Innisfil Beach Road facility. 

Leon said police received the call 
about the crashes at about 9:15 a.m. 

“My understanding is the cold 
front is the leading edge of what's 
going to switch the winds around 
and cause the squall activity to 
increase as the day goes on," the ser¬ 
geant said.

WASAGA BEACH — Cal Patterson 
wants you to know what your county 
councillor is up to. 

At the end of January, Simcoe County 
council's governance committee put 
forward a recommendation that the 
term 'county councillor' be put on 
municipal ballots this fall. 

In Simcoe County, the mayors and 
deputy-mayors of the county's 16 
municipalities also serve as county 
councillors; the recommendation — if 
accepted — would mean a mayoral 
candidate, for example, would be iden¬ 
tified on the ballot as running for the 
position of 'mayor - county councillor! 

The topic was briefly addressed at 
Collingwood council last Monday night, 
as Councillor Ian Chadwick asked clerk 
Sara Almas to check if the term was 
even allowed on the ballot under the 
Municipal Elections Act. 

The next night at Wasaga Beach 
council, councillors OKed a recommen¬ 
dation to have clerk Twyla Nicholson 
review the request from the county and 
report back to council. 

However, Wasaga's Deputy-mayor 
David Foster said the clerks for the 16 
municipalities had already suggested 
the recommendation wasn't appropri¬ 
ate. 

"I wonder if it's worth (Nicholson's) 
time if they've already turned it down," 
said Foster, who is also one of Wasaga 
Beach's two county councillors, with 
Mayor Cal Patterson. 

Foster's comments, however, drew a 
stern rebuke from Patterson — who is 
also county warden, and had penned 
the official letter from the county on 
council's agenda requesting review of 
the matter. 

Patterson said only some of the clerks 
in the county backed the idea putting 
'county councillor' on the ballot wasn't 
appropriate, and the county clerk's 
office had done its own research "and 
there was no issue." 

The mayor said the recommendation 
resulted from a need for the public to 
understand mayors and deputy-mayors 


also serve on county council — before 
he then launched into an attack on 
county councillors who, to him, were 
shirking their duties. 

"There are some county councillors 
who are not doing the job," said Patter¬ 
son in his defence of the recommenda¬ 
tion asking Nicholson to review the 
county's request. "Governance (at the 
county) has become a major issue 
because you have councillors not 
attending meetings, or leaving halfway 
through. 

"There has to be an awareness for the 
voting public that if they're voting for a 
mayor or deputy-mayor, that they also 
have duties at county," he said. 

Both councillors Stan Wells and Ron 
Anderson expressed their concerns 
with the idea, though ultimately sup¬ 
ported it; Anderson said he had always 
been of the opinion the position of 
county councillor — and ultimately 
warden — should be one voted on by 
the public, rather than essentially be 
appointments. 

The warden is selected by county 
councillors; Patterson has served as 
warden for five years. 

Wells said it could be confusing to 
electors, and would just add to the work 
of municipal clerks — who conduct the 
elections — who would need to advise 
mayoral and deputy-mayor candidates 
of their potential county responsibilities 
that "it would be need to be taken into 
account as part of their candidacy. 

"I don't believe putting it on the 
ballot is the appropriate way to go," said 
Wells. "If people already don't under¬ 
stand, I'm not sure putting it on would 
result in a huge amount of education. 
They'd probably find it rather confus¬ 
ing." 

Foster said it appeared as though it 
was an effort to "change the rules" in 
the midst of a municipal election year. 

"Putting this on the ballot, I'm not 
sure how this will help." 

Patterson, however, wasn't budging. 

"The ballot will say 'mayor-hyphen- 
county councillor! where's the confu¬ 
sion," the mayor countered. "The point 
is there are county councillors who are 
not fulfilling their duties at county."

THE STUDY 

As part of the Ministry of Transportation’s (MTO) redevelopment of the Ontario Highway Service Centres 
located along Highways 401 and 400, the Cookstown Service Centre, located in the northwest quadrant 
of the Highway 400 and Highway 89 interchange, has been identified as requiring redevelopment. 

Morrison Hershfield Limited (MH) was retained to undertake a Detailed Design and Environmental 
Assessment to evaluate redevelopment alternatives and identify the preferred solution for the 
redevelopment of the Cookstown Service Centre. 

An environmental assessment was previously undertaken for the Cookstown Service Centre in 2011. 
This earlier study focused only on redevelopment options for the existing site. Since the completion of 
the original study, a need to relocate the site was identified. 

The new study focused on relocation options along Highway 400 southbound between Innisfil Beach 
Road and Highway 89. The purpose of this notice is to provide information about this project and to 
inform stakeholders that the study is now complete. 

Study recommendations include: 

• Relocating the Cookstown Service Centre to an area located between 4th and 5th Line adjacent 
to Highway 400 southbound; 

• Constructing a new service centre building and parking areas; 

• Constructing drainage and stormwater management infrastructure; and 

• Mitigation measures to be employed to reduce impacts to the surrounding environment. 

THE PROCESS 


The Environmental Assessment Study followed the planning process for a Group ‘B’ project under 
the Ontario Ministry of Transportation’s Class Environmental Assessment for Provincial Transportation 
Facilities (2000). Public input was received throughout the project and a Public Information Centre was 
held on April 14, 2011.

Olympians $p 0 rts boost confidence 


provide 
true role 
models 


C anadians abroad right now are both honouring and 
dishonouring our country. 

Let's get the bad news out of the way first: Some young 
celebrities are making complete fools out of themselves. 

Rolling Stone magazine's latest cover features deceased 
actor Philip Seymour Hoffman. 

Aubrey Graham, a young man from Toronto who you 
likely know as rapper Drake, apparently had a problem 
with this. 

Before Hoffman passed on, Rolling Stone planned to 
put Drake on the cover. 

He's now complaining they "took my cover from me 
last minute." And that "I'm done doing interviews for 
magazines. I just want to give my music to the people." 
Well, the people may not want your music if you continue 
acting like a spoiled child. 

Drake has wisely apologized for the remark. Which is 
more than can be said for another Canadian musician 
who takes himself too seriously. 

In January, Stratford-born Justin Bieber was arrested in 
Miami Beach and then six days later arrested by Toronto 
police who charged him with assaulting a limo driver. 

Being rich and famous at such an age clearly causes 
problems. But let's not excuse terrible behaviour. 

A quarter of a million Americans have so far signed a 
petition to see Bieber deported: "We the people of the 
United States feel that we are being wrongly represented 
in the world of pop culture. We would like to see the dan¬ 
gerous, reckless, destructive, and drug abusing, Justin 
Bieber deported and his green card revoked." A little over 
the top. Like the Biebs. 

Contrast this behaviour with the inspirational athletes 
currently making us proud at the Sochi Olympics. 

Alexandre Bilodeau, who won gold in men's moguls, 
teaches us about humility by honouring his brother Fred¬ 
eric, who has cerebral palsy. Any of us who complain 
about having it tough, Bilodeau reminds us, just don't 
know what it's like to live a day in Frederic's shoes. 

Then there's Gilmore Junio. He's the speedskater who 
gave up his spot to Denny Morrison, who didn't qualify. 
Junio said he felt Morrison was the better skater. And 
Morrison went on to win us silver. 

Talk about sportsmanship. Talk about teamwork. Talk 
about true role models for our youth. 


Admittedly, I get a little annoyed with 
people who dump on the Olympics and 
denigrate it as a 'money-waster', source 
of social malaise and an event that fos¬ 
ters corruption. 

I once thought as they did. 

Poverty and corruption will continue 
regardless of the Olympics; they are the 
ancient foibles of the human race. But 
what is it about sport that sparks the 
human imagination as much as art? 
Both entertain, both enlighten in very 
different ways, and both signify the cre¬ 
ative spark. 

Art and sport are ripe with drama, 
both take place on different stages, and 
both win the affections of the audience. 

Vancouver generated an enormous 
sense of national self-confidence 
which, I argue, was the culmination of a 
spark lit in the country's performance 
in the Salt Lake City Olympics in 2002, 
famous for our men's hockey defeat of 
the Americans, 5-2. We also earned 
something like 22 medals there, some¬ 
thing previously unheard of. 

The Calgary Olympics were disas¬ 
trous; even as a small child I lamented 
Canada's woeful five-medal perform¬ 
ance. 

Somewhere in the 2000s was a war in 
Afghanistan, important political and 
diplomatic victories across the globe, 
and a growing disgust with the 
bungling, cartoonish image we made 
for ourselves before the international 


audience. 

War is a disgusting thing; so is poli¬ 
tics. And yet, literature and popular cul¬ 
ture both compare sport and warfare to 
potent effect. 

In the Middle Ages, jousting evolved 
from warfare. Ernest Hemingway 
likened a 'good bullfight' to the warfare 
he experienced on the front lines. 

Mixed martial art fights are the clos¬ 
est thing society has to the brutal 
Roman gladiatorial matches. 

Sports are analogous to warfare 
because both affect the human 'audi¬ 
ence' in profoundly different ways. 
Wars are waged to gain strategic objec¬ 
tives, secure resources, foil enemies. 

Sports are played to entertain, to 
improve physical prowess, and cele¬ 
brate the body in motion. 

What is sport but the celebration of 
the human body female and male 
tested not through the savagery of war 
but through healthy sport? 

If sport is the dance of life, then it is 
also a representation of the human 
story told through competition and 
challenge. 

How could we part with the 
Olympics or condemn it? For one 
moment in time all human conflict van¬ 
ishes and we unite through the pas¬ 
sions, struggles, triumphs and failures 
of the athletes, the heroes of those little 
Olympic tales we remember fondly. We 
forget our troubles, our pains, and our 


shortcomings. 

Sports are the drama of life and we 
feel a catharsis - a purging of emotion - 
as profound as any we experience 
watching a good play unfold or a tragic 
movie scene play out. In the Olympics 
such moments are plentiful and pro¬ 
found. 

I will never forget the undignified tri¬ 
umph of athlete, John Montgomery, 
skeleton athlete, in Vancouver 2010, 
when he stepped off the podium, took a 
long pull from a beer mug offered by a 
spectator, and went for a triumphant 
walk down the street. 

Or Scott Moir's triumphant and 
undignified hockey cheer in Sochi as he 
and partner Tessa Virtue celebrated a 
silver medal performance in what may 
be the last performance of their careers. 

We are talking about figure skating 
here, a sport where NHL-lilce hockey 
dances and cheers were long deemed 
unbecoming. 

Or how about downhill skier Jan 
Hudec's bronze medal performance 
granting Canada a much-needed medal 
after 20 years? 

If anyone ever doubted that sport has 
shaped much of our national confi¬ 
dence, they need only pay closer atten¬ 
tion.

YOUTH CHARGED WITH ARSON 

BELLE EWART - A youth has been charge 
with arson after a garage fire Saturday 
morning. 

South Simcoe police say Innisfil firefight¬ 
ers were called to an Arnold Street resi¬ 
dence at about 9:30 a.m. that day for a 
blaze that had self-extinguished. 

Firefighters determined it was arson, 
police said, and the Ontario Fire Marshal's 
Office was called to investigate. It was 
determined that sometime overnight, an 
accelerant had been poured on the garage 
wall and it had been lit. Police say a suspect 
was identified and arrested Monday. 

A male youth is charged with two counts 
of arson - relating to disregard for human 
life and damage to property. The teenager 
was later released with conditions and has 
an April date in youth court. 

FUNNY MONEY EXCHANGED 

Two people face counterfeiting charges 
after more than $3,000 in phoney money 
was exchanged during a two-month period 
in Barrie, Bradford, Beeton and Markham. 

City police arrested a Barrie woman and 
a Brampton man, both age 29, after raiding 
a Barrie home Tuesday with a search war¬ 
rant. A vehicle, a large quantity of cash and 
numerous counterfeit bills were seized, 
police said. 

During January and February, police say 
there was a sharp increase in bad Canadian 
bills at Barrie businesses. More than 30 
counterfeit $100 bills were passed, police 
say. In most cases, a small purchase was 
made and a significant amount of real 
money was received in exchange for the 
bogus bills. 

The pair arrested face several charges, 
including counterfeiting, breaching their 
recognizance and breaching their probation 
on other charges. Both were held for bail 
hearings. Although several victims have 
been identified, police believe there are sev¬ 
eral others and the investigation is continu¬ 
ing. 

TEEN FACING CHARGES 

INNISFIL - South Simcoe police say a 
teenaged girl from Innisfil was seen taking a 
wallet from a bedroom in a residence 
Sunday morning.

His driver's licence was 
suspended for seven days and his car was 
impounded fora week. 

Being convicted of driving 49 km/h more 
than the speed limit can also result in a 
minimum $300 fine, a further driving sus¬ 
pension and six demerit points.

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Jumping into Freezin’ for a Reason

It's been 18 years since the Innisfil Com¬ 
munity Events Corporation first dared brave 
'polar bears' to jump into the frigid waters of 
Lake Simcoe in February through a hole cut 
in the ice. 

Back then, the event was a fundraiser for 
ICE Corp. and recreation in Innisfil, and the 
highlight of Winterfest. 

For the past few years, ICE Corp. has part¬ 
nered with the Lake Simcoe Conservation 
Foundation, which holds its own 'Freezin' for 
a Reason' fundraising dip on the same day, 
and in the same hole in the ice. 

The event has become a fundraiser not 
only for conservation, education and preser¬ 
vation of the lake, but also a range of other 
causes. 

This year, jumpers with ICE Corp. were 
raising money for Team D-Day, the Nantyr 
Shores Secondary School students who are 


heading to Normany in France this summer, 
for ceremonies marking the 70th anniversary 
of D-Day. 

More than 30 jumpers in all donned cos¬ 
tumes and jumped into the water at Innisfil 
Beach Park on Saturday: alone, in pairs or in 
threes. Firefighters in survival suits stood in 
the waist-deep water to help the dippers out 
of the hole, once they had taken the plunge. 

ICE Corp. member Doug Lougheed, a town 
councillor, noted that the dip was "a little 
more challenging than we've had it in the 
past." The ice this year was more than 24 
inches thick, and it took a special effort to 
clear an opening. 

Among those jumping were Innisfil Deputy 
Fire Chief Tom Raeburn and Barrie MP 
Patrick Brown, but not MP Peter Van Loan, 
who came by to wish his parliamentary col¬ 
league well, and watch the action.

L.A. has been a member of Gilda's 
Club Simcoe Muskoka for three years. 

The young Barrie woman said 
whether you're going through cancer 
yourself or helping a family member or 
even co-worker through it, the support 
you find a Gilda's Club makes all the dif¬ 
ference. 

"It's hard to explain the feeling of 
knowing you're not alone," she said. 

Whether it's thyroid, cervical or breast 
cancer, she said although the treatments 
can be different, the support remains 
the same. 

“Every person's journey is different. It 
takes its toll on your body either physi¬ 
cally or emotionally.

ChayToday, RioCan Georgian Mall 
and The Barrie Examiner are reaching 
out to the community together to offer 
day-long programming and music with 
ChayToday morning radio hosts Tara 
Winstone and famie Hall. 

Gildathon 2014 will be broadcast 
throughout central Ontario and pro¬ 
moted throughout the day by ChayTo¬ 
day's sister stations, B101 FM and 95.1 
The Peak FM, as well as a live blog at 
www.thebarrieexaminer.com cataloging 
the social media aspect of the day-long 


activities. 

In addition to staff and volunteers 
onsite at Saturday's Gildathon, there will 
be face painting, magicians, caricature 
drawings and a raffle to win prizes 
during the day. 

Barrie's Gilda's Club opened in May 
2010. It was named after comedian 
Gilda Radner, who died of ovarian 
cancer in 1989. With more than 20 
Gilda's clubs across North America, the 
cancer support centres offer education 
programs, healthy lifestyle workshops, 
support groups and community events 
to those living with cancer. 

Deb fames, brand director at Corns 
Entertainment, said Gilda's means dif¬ 
ferent things to different people, but 
they all get support when they walk 
through the doors.

The lands affected by the proposed Amendment to the Town of Innisfil I 
adopted Zoning By-law No. 080-13 are those lands zoned as “Residential | 
Semi Detached (RS)” and Residential Semi Detached Exception (RS-x)”.

THE PURPOSE of the proposed Zoning By-law Amendment is to restore | 
single detached dwelling uses to these lands. Under Zoning By-law 054-04, 
these lands were zoned as “Residential Single Semi (RSS)” or “Residential | 
| Single Semi Exception (RSS-x)” which permitted single detached dwellings. 
By-law 080-13 does not permit a single detached dwelling as a permitted use 
I in the “RS” zone. The proposed amendment also applies certain provisions 
to some of these lands to reflect the site specific zoning which applies 
to these lands from previous by-laws. Finally, the proposed amendment 
exempts all “RS’ or “RS exception” zoned lands from the requirements of 
Section 3.33.2 k) of By-law 080-13, which requires a minimum 40% of the 
front yard in a residential zone to be landscaped and Section 3.16, Garages 
and Driveways. 

THE EFFECT of the proposed Amendment is to allow the developments to 
proceed based on criteria used during the design stage of the developments 
which was specific to the Town’s previous comprehensive Zoning By-law 
054-04, as well as exempt the developments from the landscaped open 
space requirements for a front yard in a residential zone, and garage 
and driveway provisions which were not present in the Town’s previous 
comprehensive zoning by-law.
